The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the 
claimed features as presented in independent claims, which include a packaged 
semiconductor device including the combination of a mounting surface that is coplanar 
with said second surface of the die and wherein the capsule partially enclosing the lead 
frame and the die does not enclose that leaves exposed the entire mounting surface of 
each side of the leads and the entire second surface of the die.
